MY LIFE IN PART 

When I was a young lad I did a turn consisting of grim impersonations of movie stars, politicians, 
and famous batting stances. My father, after catching my act one evening at the local poolroom, 
decided to furnish me with the necessary expenses to attend medical school abroad for the 
next eight years. I refused flatly and that is one of the big reasons this album of my favorite 
routines came out at all. 

After appearing at hundreds of benefits and charity balls, I myself was given a benefit at 
the age of twelve. 1 was too choked up to say thank you. 1 just pocketed the money fast and 
journeyed from Brooklyn to New York to appear on the Major Bowes amateur hour. The Major 
told everyone I was quite a talented painter and held my pictures up over the radio. I then went 
into my stint which included a forty-five minute impersonation of Maurice Chevalier singing 
"Louise" over and over again. With every new chorus I changed Louise’s name and in the back- 
ground I heard a persistent gonging sound that reminded me of some great ship signaling its 
passengers to head for the lifeboats. Next day I got a job doing pencil portraits in the entrance to 
a condemned building near Scollay Square in Boston. It was booked through MCA. 

Here I was spotted by Kay Kyser who recognized the mobility of my face during one of my 
hunger pangs. I was given a steady berth on his TV Show. A few weeks later 1 was back in 
Scoiiay Square doing pencil portraits. 

Now some folks say the real artist should have it tough. Come up the hard way. Fight 
your way to the top. As for me I find 1 do my best work when I’m wealthy. 

After six TV appearances on Theatre Guild Of The Air, Studio Nothing and The Robert 
Montgomery Show where I posed as Cary Grant, I journeyed to Paris. Here 1 noticed some 
fortv thousand painters, all sitting out in the traffic with people around them. It was a wonderful 
sight to behold. I immediately purchased an easel, canvas, a few brushes, and started to paint 
the Arch of Triumph from the top of the Eiffel Tower. As soon as 1 felt there were enough tour- 
ists around me I went into my old Maurice Chevalier impersonation while holding out my beret 
in a most persuasive manner. I collected about three hundred and fifty francs but discovered 
that someone had smashed my easel and stamped all over my Arch of Triumph. Later on I 
found this dreadful action to be the shennanigans of a sensitive poet .who despised someone who 
would dare mix two arts at once for the sake of money. At first I sympathized with his point of 
view. Later on however, I cornered him in Pigalle and killed him with a palette knife. They 
never caught me as they usually never do in French movies. 

After two years of table hopping in Montmartre I decided to accept an attractive offer from 
Moose Charlap to head an African Sculpture hunt for a famous Philadelphia chain store. During 
the trip I secretly pocketed several million dollars of diamonds and today am happily situated in 
an old manor house near Beverly Hills, recording at my leisure which happens to be from 
morning to night.

I call these routines my “favorites” because they are my only routines. But as they say in 
this business, if you don’t have any confidence in yourself — who will? Actually, each sketch 
has some interesting story connected with it. 

"Old, Old Vienna” was inspired during World War II in the bar of a small Foreign Legion 
outpost near Fez. A rather emotional Legionnaire with a thick Viennese accent kept spinning a 
tinny Bulgarian recording of “The Blue Danube” for the better part of two hours. Caught up in 
the fever of Franz Joseph and the good old days, I burst into tears. We were both crying as though 
we'd just witnessed a film where Lassie gets it in the end. “It ... it must have been beautiful in 
those days,” I murmured respectfully. “It was lousy,” he answered. “Then why do you cry?” I 
asked. “I caught it from you,” he replied. Afterwards, we both set out into the desert and got 
bitten by two raging hammer-headed snakes. 

A few years later, still suffering from the after-effects of this distressing experience, I wrote 
“The Old Philosopher.” It was first performed at an open air rally for the preservation of The 
Great Lakes. Bob Thiele of Coral, a noted lake-lover, decided this type of heart-tugger should be 
put on wax at once. I insisted one-third of the profits should go towards a fund for starving phi- 
losophers. Since I was starving by the time the record came out I took all the money. 

After purchasing a nice single breasted suit I was broke again and decided to do two more 
sides. "The Good Old Days” and “The Big Town.” They were very nice to me at the record 
company. They told me I didn’t have to memorize what I wrote and even supplied the studio 
instead of having me do it in my pantry. 

“Eddie At The Opera” was done under the influence of an oriental potion known as Cali- 
mari Juice which allows the mind to function independently of the brain. 

When folks ask me whether “The New Philosopher” is a sequel to “The Old Philosopher” 
I come right out with it and say “Yes — it is.” I do not believe in beating about the bush unless 
there’s a girl resting beneath it because of bad sunburn. 

Otto Schtengel was a chap I ran into in Switzerland where he was lecturing on the art of 
mountain climbing. He was assisted by three Alpine guides who demonstrated a most difficult 
ascent while yodeling, in unison, “Alabamy Bound” to illustrate that their spirits were high. 
They all got killed. Otto turned to baseball half out of guilt, half out of mountain climbers. 

“Respecta” was originally performed on the Yorkshire moors before a crowd of forty-five 
sheepherders. “King Arthur’s Mines" was done in Scranton with a cast of thousands and “Gay 
Paree” in my pantry. 

Keep your head up high.

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MY LIFE IN PART 

When I was a young lad I did a turn consisting of grim impersonations of movie stars, politicians, 
and famous batting"stances. My father, after catching my act one evening at the local poolroom, 
decided to furnish" me with the necessary expenses to attend medical school abroad for the 
next eight years. I refused flatly and that is one of the big reasons this album of my favorite 
routines came out at all. 

After appearing at hundreds of benefits and charity balls, I myself was given a benefit at 
the age of twelve. 1 was too choked up to say thank you. 1 just pocketed the money fast and 
journeyed from Brooklyn to New York to appear on the Major Bowes amateur hour. The Major 
told everyone 1 was quite a talented painter and held my pictures up over the radio. I then went 
into my stint which included a forty-five minute impersonation of Maurice Chevalier singing 
“Louise" over and over again. With every new chorus I changed Louise’s name and in the back- 
ground I heard a persistent gonging sound that reminded me of some great ship signaling its 
passengers to head for the lifeboats. Next day I got a job doing pencil portraits in the entrance to 
a condemned building near Scollay Square in Boston. It was booked through MCA. 

Here 1 was spotted by Kay Kyser who recognized ihe mobility of my face during one of my 
hunger pangs. I was given a steady berth on his TV Show. A few weeks later I was back in 
Scollay Square doing pencil portraits. 

Now some folks say the real artist should have it tough. Come up the hard way. Fight 
your way to the top. As for me I find i do my best work when I’m wealthy. 

After six TV appearances on Theatre Guild Of The Air, Studio Nothing and The Robert 
Montgomery Show where I posed as Cary Grant, 1 journeyed to Paris. Here I noticed some 
fortv thousand painters, all sitting out in the traffic with people around them. It was a wonderful 
sight to behold. I immediately purchased an easel, canvas, a few brushes, and started to paint 
the Arch of Triumph from the top of the Eiffel Tower. As soon as I felt there were enough tour- 
ists around me I went into my old Maurice Chevalier impersonation while holding out my beret 
in a most persuasive manner. I collected about three hundred and fifty francs but discovered 
that someone had smashed my easel and stamped all over my Arch of Triumph. Later on I 
found this dreadful action to be the shennanigans of a sensitive poet .who despised someone who 
would dare mix two arts at once for the sake of money. At first I sympathized with his point of 
view. Later on however, I cornered him in Pigalle and killed him with a palette knife. They 
never caught me as they usually never do in French movies. 

After two years of table hopping in Montmartre I decided to accept an attractive offer from 
Moose Charlap to head an African Sculpture hunt for a famous Philadelphia chain store. During 
the trip I secretly pocketed several mill ion dollars of diamonds and today am happily situated in 
an old manor house near Beverly Hills, recording at my leisure which happens to be from 
morning to night. 


I call these routines my “favorites” because they are my only routines. But as they say in 
this business, if you don’t have any confidence in yourself — who will? Actually, each sketch 
has some interesting story connected with it. 

“Old, Old Vienna” was inspired during World War II in the bar of a small Foreign Legion 
outpost near Fez. A rather emotional Legionnaire with a thick Viennese accent kept spinning a 
tinny Bulgarian recording of “The Blue Danube” for the better part of two hours. Caught up in 
the fever of Franz Joseph and the good old days, I burst into tears. We were both crying as though 
we’d just witnessed a film where Lassie gets it in the end. “It ... it must have been beautiful in 
those days,” I murmured respectfully. “It was lousy,” he answered. “Then why do you cry?” I 
asked. “I caught it from you,” he replied. Afterwards, we both set out into the desert and got 
bitten by two raging hammer-headed snakes. 

A few years later, still suffering from the after-effects of this distressing experience, I wrote 
“The Old Philosopher.” It was first performed at an open air rally for the preservation of The 
Great Lakes. Bob Thiele of Coral, a noted lake-lover, decided this type of heart-tugger should be 
put on wax at once. I insisted one-third of the profits should go towards a fund for starving phi- 
losophers. Since I was starving by the time the record came out I took all the money. 

After purchasing a nice single breasted suit I was broke again and decided to do two more 
sides. “The Good Old Days” and “The Big Town.” They were very nice to me at the record 
company. They told me I didn’t have to memorize what I wrote and even supplied the studio 
instead of having me do it in my pantry. 

“Eddie At The Opera” was done under the influence of an oriental potion known as Cali- 
mari Juice which allows the mind to function independently of the brain. 

When folks ask me whether “The New Philosopher” is a sequel to “The Old Philosopher” 
I come right out with it and say “Yes — it is.” I do not believe in beating about the bush unless 
there’s a girl resting beneath it because of bad sunburn. 

Otto Schtengel was a chap I ran into in Switzerland where he was lecturing on the art of 
mountain climbing. He was assisted by three Alpine guides who demonstrated a most difficult 
ascent while yodeling, in unison, “Alabamy Bound” to illustrate that their spirits were high. 
They all got killed. Otto turned to baseball half out of guilt, half out of mountain climbers. 

“Respecta” was originally performed on the Yorkshire moors before a crowd of forty-five 
sheepherders. “King Arthur’s Mines” was done in Scranton with a cast of thousands and “Gay 


Paree” in my pantry. 

Keep your head up high.

Tenor Saxophonist, A1 Almeida recently rejoined the Johnny Brogan Orchestra 
after many years on top flight performances with such greats as Tommy Dorsey and 
Sam Donohue, among others.
